The cases he hed wot at all 
compared in a moral point of view, That wae « misconception of bis 
argument. He did not wich to excite se anfair s prejudice io the minds 
of the Canadian people. He had aprlied ae harch epithets to the bill. 
His objections were entirely te the time eed harry ie which it was 
brought forward. He differed widely from the opinion ef the bon. bert. 
for whose authority be always entertained great reeeect, bat at wheee 
observations oa this enlject be coald net help expressing the wimast 
surprive, He had stadiausly avoided entering into abstract questions 
of vopatar rights. He bad wever at any time carried vepeter orinciples 
se faras the hen. bareart, bat he wassineere to bie attachment te 
them.

The chaoge which a receat act of the local Government has 
necesserily prodeced in the conducting of this Jevawat, renders 
it necessary for as te expose the xe@ delcsions and insalts at, 
tempted to be imposed upon the vodersianding of the Pualie by 
a little band of writers who are characterised by a determined 
hostility te the Liberty of the Press aad ali who lend it their 
guppart and conatenance. We need hardly remiod the Public 
of the vindictive efforts made against car Predecessor, which are 
yet fresh in the memory of all. They Great tried te overwhelm 
him with a Good of searrility aad invective, sech as porhaps sever 
before was peared forth against any individaal. This passed 
harmlessly away. They catabdlished a new Paper for the ex- 
press purpose of opposing him, and, by giving freer scope to their 
attacks, If possible patting him dowe; its columus teemed for 
months with every species of virulence; but they found that this 
too, proved innexioas, and that instead of succeeding in their ob- 
ject, the Champion of # Free Press flourished more and more, 
as the Pabdlic became mere firmly convinced of ite valac. This 
little band, Gading that writing was in vain, as reason was not of 
their party, and common sense and correct feeling disowned them, 
threw by theie pens in despair, and legal prosecutions were 
tried : the pages of the Jounwat were accordingly scrutinised 
in ao Eaglish Court of Law, and its merits weighed in the impar- 
tial Seales ef Justice; bat the honest Verdict of a Jury of 
Britons’ preelaimed its innecence amid the jeyfal acolamations of 
the audience. The Rnemies of a Free Press seeing themeclves 
ignomiaiously discemiited, in revenge tried to ridicule the Ad- 
ministration @f Justice in this Coantry They ogain took up the 
worthless pees they had thrown dowa in despair, and be- 
took thearselves to the former system of abese, bet even with 
leas success. The Travers iw Patesvine, poblished by our 
Predecessor, baving been spoken of, with we believe one solitary 
exception, ia terms of high approbation by the Baglish Periodical 
Publications —their fury was roused against them, and they at 
tempted by every means to extract (rom them matter of calumny 
wherewith to biacken the character of (he Author. This aisa 
failed: and they themselves being drageed iato a Coart of Law 
to sabtantiate the calumnies they had advanced —sbrink from 
the ordval throach which our Predecessor had passed, and from 
which he eame forth with increased lastre. They tried Proserip. 
tion from Society, by cudcavouriog to intimidate all who should 
dare to held any commanication with hin, —This also failed; the 
Jovnaat, condected ov the seme independant principles which 
characterised it from the beginning, rising iumphant over oppe- 
sition, affording an indestractible proof that it is the strong eon. 
vietion of the British Tahabitants of Todisa, that a Free Press is 
one of the greatest blessings this Country cag enjoy. 


Alier all these efforts against it bad failed, the Oppe- 
nests of a-Free Presse hoped they had gained their object 
in another manner. By the WILLof Sapreme Power, the 
Editor is benished from the couatry, withont evee a Trial, which 
most people are inelined to view as an effort to pat dewn this 
Jouanat by foree, and with it, the Liberty of publication, if net 
of speech aad thoecht. In this crisis, we thought it ear dyty to 
step forward, net to eppose the Government, bet to save from 
destruction the Liberty of the Press, which, if rightly viewed, Is 
the best friend of both the Government and the Country; we 
stand forward to restore to this glorioes Eacine of Bencficenee-.the 
Preas—the Paliodiom of British Law, of which its enemies wish 
to see it despoiled, to maintaioa this Pablication which fonrished 
so leng sad grew to ite present strength ander the aaspices of 
the Neble Mastings; aod te secure to our fellow-subjects, te 
whatever couatsy they owe their birth, the invalanhie privilege of 
eapressiag their hogest sentiments, and to the country, that ¢ n 


trel of pablic seratiag, which the magnanimous Plas s de 


slared it was salatary for eten Supreme Power to look to 
that Eagtand and Iadis, boand tg as they are by the clos

education, whe bare inba'ed from

as Proprietors of the Chowringhee Theatre, have in that concern, 
who are not respoasible for the faalis of the Actnrs, 


The Jounwat thes standiag on a stronger foundation thao 
ever, wo are aware, that en attempt will be made by the cnemics 
of the Preedom of the Press to raise a clamoer on account of ite 
having been foond necessary to adopt the legal seearity of an 
Bditer exempted from the arbitrary power of Transmission. This 
is a matter for the sciious consideration of Goverament. 


It has been implored to ailow the freedom of the Preas 
te Natives of the United Kingdom: and we join oar voles 
ia soliciting for them en equality of rights with its Asiatic 
subjects.

A Petty Court Decision, 


Sir, Te the Editor of the Journal. 


The Case of Hastepy ann Co. versus Conway, which came 
before the Petty Court afew days ago, is certainly one of great 
interest to Tradesmen in general. It gives them an. excellent 
Jesson how to regolate their dealings with their Constitacats, for 
as the case now stands, nothing short of ready money cr ua- 
doabted references for payment, for all articles they may sell, 
can eusare them any sefety for their property, as the decision 
given by a Commissioner of the Petty Court, renders it ex- 
tremely dangerous to grant eredit e@pon a man’s bare word, 
and particularly to those that are not permanent residents 
at the Presidency, for in the event of the individual eo 
trasted, leaving this, for the Interior, and perhaps for a 
Foreiga Province, the Tiadesman that granted him credit apop 
his bonor and with the most liberal principles, is then to lose 
his jast daes, merely because the man who withholds them, con- 
ceives that be has aright to make no remuneration, under three 
months, an idea that may be right, where the parties have e 
mental knowledge of each other and the purchaser ig likely to 
continue en the spot, otherwise it is nothing more than jastice, 
bat that the seller should havo some security given him for the 
recovery of his property, Where a purchaser refuses this, and is 
going out of the reach of British Land, what constraciion is there 
to be placed, on his intentions; the one I should place, is, that 
the man never intended to pay-—(not that I mean to insinuate 
this was the motive in view with the Defendant in this ease) va- 
der these impressions I should fly to a Court of Justice, where 
I should expeot to be righted according to those Laws that are 
the inhereot right of all British sabjects 

With regard to Messrs, Hasleby and Co.'s advertisement, it 
certainly is not one of the most pradent ences, particularly where 
it holds out a promise of three months’ eredit to their Faiexos, 8 
distiaction aot necessary to be made in a Trade«sman’s advertise- 
ments, although Mesers. H. and Co, have an undoubted right to 
makelt, if they please, and also to allow no one a credit of three 
months, bat those who are really “their Friends,” for sarely the 
Public at large cannot be denaminated such. 

I regret mach that the Commiasioner of the Petty Conrt 
did not advert a little more to the word “Faienp,” as it might 
have served to have shown whether the defendant was really 
a Friend of Messrs. H. and Co. or aot. If he was not, I 
seo no grounds upon which he could claim three montha’ 
eredit on the faith of their advertisement. I sincerely trast 
that this Petty Court affair willopen the eyes of the Calcutta 
Tradesmen, and ch them, that nothing short of Boods 
Notes, or Ready Money, will seoare them their property. Tres:
